France, in spite of the reputation 
given to It by Parisian novellsts, is an 
exceptionally moral country, and one 
of the most sacred of its Institutions is 
marriage. Divorce has never been much 
sought for there, and separated mar- 
ried couples are infrequent. Fog this 
reason the action of the French Qham- 
ber of Deputies and Senate fn passing 
a law automatically to convert a decree 
of separation Into a divorce at the end 
of three years, when either party re 
quests It, is significant of the trend of 
modern civilized opinion. Divorce has 
never been obtainable In France except 
during the revolution and the reign of 
Napoleon until within the last. twenty 
years. But now the nation deliberately 
makes divorce so easy that no married 
person dissatisfied with his or ber con- 
dition need continue In It. 








In a recent newspaper Interview 
Bishop Samuel Fallows of Chicago 
maltntained, on scriptural and scientific 
grounds, that 120 years were the natu- 
ra] duration of human life. Leaving 
out of ylew the scriptural argument, of 
which he !s the best judge, it must be 
edumitted that his sclentific reasoning 


a ] 
{s simple, if not conclusive. The rule 


in the animal kingdom, he says, {s that 
the lifetime of an animal is six times 
the period of its maturity. By way of 
Nlustration, the dog, he says, reaches 
its maturity In one and a half years, 
and Its lifetime is nine years, Then 
he argues that as a man reaches his 
maturity In twenty years his natural 
lifetime Js 120 years. And certainly, 
if the bishop's premises are right, his 
reasoning seems to be conclusive, though 
it constitutes the greatest indictment 
that could be framed against the living 
habks of the human race. The rule 
of nature, however, on which It rests 
admits of an Important elaboration. 
The age of maturity Is different, not 
only in different species but In different 
individuals of the same species, and its 


relation to longevity Is as obvious !n) 


Individuals as in species. It would be 


interesting to know—though probably It 


can never be exactly known—how wide- 
ly the age of maturity in human beings 
varies. The mind and body do not ap- 
pear In all cases to mature at the same 
age, but judging by the growth of the 
body, which Is visible, It Is obvious that 
there must be a difference of several 
years In the ige of maturity. Some 
would say that the mind matures ten 
years sooner {n some human beings 
than In others. This principle is use 
ful not only In forming an estimate of 
the probable duration of life, but in 
determining what ought to be expected 
of people at a given age. It will hardly 
be questioned that precocious people, 
lke Lord Macaulay, John Fiske and 
President W. R. Harper, rarely live to 
f great age. And perhaps they might 
live longer if they realized that, hav- 
Ing matured quickly, they have not nat- 
urally the same lease of life as those 
who mature more slowly. The greatest 
use of the principle, however, !s In Judg- 
{ng of the capacity and Intellectual 
needs of Immature minds, There are 
cases in which a young person !s un- 
necessarily discouraged In regard to his 
Intellectual powers and progress be- 
cause age deceives him, and he does 
not reflect that he has not yet reached 
maturity. Still more frequently does 
It happen that In the work of teaching 
the young the age Is consulted more 
than the development.

Illustration of Trouble that Can Be. 


Made with the Pen. 

The dog-eared aphorism, “Never 
write a letter and never destroy one,” 
has double vindication in Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill's second installment of 
her experiences in English society. This 
Amerlean lady, born Jerome, Introduces 
a private note that former Premier Bal- 
four wrote to her when he was secre 
tary for Ireland.

ZUNI INDIAN BASKETS. 





Made by Expert Women and Colored 
to Suit Intended Use, 

The Zunt Indians make great use ot 
baskets, espectaliy In connection with 
grinding flour, They commonly eayploy 
for this purpose colled baskets whic 
they obtain by trade from the Apachy 
and Plute, and value highly. They, 
theinselves, manufacture wicker bas 
kets which are not much esteemed. Tha 
Industry ts entirely confined to women, 
They employ an awl of deer bone, and 
use some six kinds of willow, whicl 
they make {nto clreular erays anid 
bowls, tsi-lal. One kind, salt willow, {¢ 
used for baskets to hold paper bread In 
the house, the willow giving It a salt 
flavor, and another kind, “amooth" 





willow, for baskets to hold bread at 
meals; white and yellow willow bas 
kets ate usel for corn meal; those of 
jred willow as colanders for washing 
wheat and hominy, and those of mak- 
tsu-ts! as sieves for wheat and beans. 
White willow baskets are paluted with 
white clay, stained red, yellow or black 
with native dyes or now dyed with 





aniline dyes, for use in dances. Either 
white willow, or all the different kinds 
of willow mixel together, are eniployed 
for this purpose. Sacred baskets, tha- 
li-nal, are used to hold plume sticks 
and masks, 

The women have a dance In the fah, 
ealled Ahyuna, In which they use bas 
kets painted with different colors. I[t 
is sald that the name !s Pima, and that 
the dance, which !s to secure rain, was 
brought to Zun! not many years ago by 
two old men who visited the Pima with 
Mr. Cushing. An Inverted painted bas- 
ket, corresponding with the box or 
gourd resonator of the Hopl, Is put 
under the notched stick, k!-wl-a-nan- 
nal, which {8 scraped with a stick as 
an accompaniment to dances, 

The Zuni also manufacture smal, 
globular baskets of salt willow In 
which they collect locusts used as food, 
Panniers to carry peaches, melons, cu- 
cumbers and other frult are made of 
red willow. Twilled baskets of yucen, 
similar to those seen at other pueblos, 
are used to dip up salt from the Salt 
lake. The art of making these bas- 
kets, which are called ho-tsl-la!l, was 
learned from Acoma. The Zun! also 
make a rectangular twilled tray of the 
same material, with an edge of cedar 
or oak, which they use to put paper 
bread on, or to lay long plume sticks 
or {mages upon at the yellew and blue 
corn dances. Swallowing sticks were 
formerly placed upon such trays at the 
Stick-swallowing dance, 

The Zunt formerly had a nunrber om 
old colled globular and Jar-shaped bas- 
kets, the origin of which ts not defi- 
nitely known. The pitch-covered water 
bortles, which they use come from the 
White Mountain Apache or the Navajo,
